United States Senator Wayne 
L. Morse (Dem.), Oregon, told 
a jury in United States District 
Court here today that he “‘en- 
couraged” St. Louis Teamsters 
Union officers to raise funds

for his 1956 campaign for re-| @ 


election to the Senate. 


The Oregon Senator testified 


for the Government in the trial| 
of four officers of Teamsters Lo-| & 


cal 688 on charges of making 
illegal contributions to congres- 
sional candidates in the 1956 
and 1958 elections. Morse told 
the jury he received a total of 
$1809 from St. Louis Teamster 
sources “including some individ- 
uals” in 1956. 

Describing his solicitation of 
funds, Morse said he met Harold 
J. Gibbons, secretary-treasurer 
of Local 688, and Sidney Zagri, 
then director of the local’s polit- 
ical activity, at a Midwest Con- 
ference of Teamsters in St. 
Louis in 1956. 


Discussed Campaign Fund. 


“Did you have a discussion of 
funds for your campaign with 
Gibbons and Zagri?” United 
£ xtes Attorney William Webster 
inquired. 

“Yes, we discussed contribu- 
tions,” Morse testified. ‘“They 
offered to raise money for my 
campaig® and I encouraged | 
them. to. do so, as I had others,” 

Morse, first elected to tie 
Senate in 1944, was opposed by 
former Secretary of the Interior 
Douglas McKay in the 1956 cam- 
paign. 

Morse said he had a “hand- 
shaking acquaintance” with Wil- 
liam Latal, president, and John 
Naber, secretary, of Local 688. 
Latal, Naber, Gibbons, Zagri 
and Local 688 are charged with 
violation of the federal Corrupt 
Practices Act. The Government 
contends that general funds of 
Local 688, rather than voluntary 
gifts of members, were used for 
political purposes. 

Senator Morse identified two 
checks, for $1000 and $500, he 
said he received from the Team- 
sters here in 1956. Over Latal’s 
signature, as president of the 
local, was typed “Local 688, 
PAC’’—meaning ‘Political Ac- 
tion Committee.” The checks 
had been introduced in evidence 
previously through testimony of 
a union accountant. 


General Contributions. 


Morse testified that the pro- 
ceeds of the checks were used 
‘“‘as general contributions for 
political purposes”. The addi- 
tional $309 he received from in- 
dividual Teamster Union mem- 


bers here were handled in’ simi-. 


lar manner, the witness indi- 
cated. 

Senator Morse said more than 
18,000 individual contributions | 
were received for his 1956 cam- 
paign as a result of a “Bucks 
for Morse” solicitation con- 
ducted in his cause. Despite 
the solicitation there was a fi- 
nancial deficit in his 1956 cam- 
paign, the Senator told the 
jury.

WARSAW, Oct. 6—Citizen Gra- 
jewsky raised his voice yester- 
day in an earnest appeal for a 
public bath in his home town of 
Ornety.

ON TOUR WITH NIXON, Oct. 
6—Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon headed his campaign into 
Tennessee and Ohio today, after 
renewing his criticism .of Sena- 
tor John F. Kennedy on the 
issue of civil rights. 

Nixon told a Republican rally 
in Philadelphia last night that 
his Democratic opponent had 
avoided speaking out on civil 
rights in his appearances in the 
South. 

“Nowhere in the South has 
he squarely faced up to this 
issue since his nomination,” 
Nixon said. 

In the advance text handed 
to reporters before the Phila- 
delphia rally, the Vice President 
said Kennedy’s running mate, 
Senate majority leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson of Texas, “has bare- 
ly spoken at all on the issue 
of civil rights.” 

Nixon quoted Johnson as once 
saying, “I am not now and 
never have been an advocate 
of civil rights. I don’t think I 
ever will be.”

Hocker likened his opponent, 
Long, to Senator Eastland, and 
concluded: 

“I am extremely confident that

BRITISH LABOM 


SCARBOROUGH, England, 
Oct. 6 (AP) —Britain’s Labor 
party tod&y cast aside its back- 
ing for nationalization of indus- | 
try in favor of broad welfare | 
state concepts. | 

The decision represented a 
surprising victory for Hugh 
Gaitskell, the party leader who | 
suffered a setback yesterday | 
when the conference voted | 
against the nuclear deterrent | 
and Britain’s continued partici- | 


pation in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

The 1261 delegates at the 
party’s annual conference, vot- 
ing the strength of the organiza- 
tions they represented, took 
their decision this way: 

1. By a vote of 4,153,000 to 
2,310,000 they supported a state- 
ment of aims by the executive | 
committee. This defined party | 
goals as something broader than | 
the old demand for full public 
ownership of the means of pro- | 
duction, distribution and ex- 
change. | 

2. By 4,304,000 to 2,226,000 the | 
delegates approved a motion | 
backing up the executive state- | 
ment, 

Tried to Alter Constitution. 

Following Labor’s election de- 
feat by Prime Minister Mac- 
millan’s Conservatives a year | 
ago, Gaitskell sought to have the | 
party constitution rewritten to) 
lessen the emphasis on national- | 
ization of industry. | 

This produced an _ explosive | 
party battle and in the end, | 
Gaitskell was forced to give up | 
his attempt to tinker with the | 
constitution, which was drafted 
in 1918. But by today’s confer- 
ence decision, he has achieved | 
his point by a roundabout route. | 

In a speech to the conference, | 
he said a future Labor govern- | 
ment would not merely limit | 
itself to nationalizing industry 
but buy shares in private enter- 
prises to finance welfare meas- 
ures, extend the conception of 
the co-operative movement and 
seeek by various means to insure 
that the “commanding heights 
of the economy” were under 
public control.

At Food 


Conference

NEW YORK — Literally and 
symbolically, the eighteenth an- 
nual Newspaper Food Editors 
Conference started under the 
glow of a warm, benign sun. In 
the blue skies overhead, the sun 
made this a golden October Sun- 
day morning, 

At the buffet brunch which was 
the first session of the confer- 
ence, some 136 suns emblazoned 
on the walls, the napkins, the 
matchbook covers of the new La 
Fonda Del Sol (Inn of The Sun) 


added to the gaiety. (The sun 
also is the symbol of the Florida 
Citrus Commission, which hosted 
the affair.) 

The cuisine of the new restau- 
rant is authentically Latin Amer- 
ican and uses citrus fruits lav- 
ishly—the juices as marinades, 
tenderizers and in exotic drinks; 
the sections and slices as integral 
parts of recipes as well as gar- 
nishes. 

The service appetizer was 
many a food editor’s (including 
this one’s) first adventure in eat- 
ing raw fish marinated in citrus 

juice which “cooks” it, as the 

natives of Peru discovered cen- 
turies ago and we confirmed to- 
day. 

Here the 162 editors attending 
the conference (representing an 
estimated readership of 49,000,- 
000 learned that there was a sil- 
ver lining to the recent Florida 
storm. Citrus damage was far 
less than originally feared; 
fresh fruit shipments will be de- 
layed a bit, but there still will 
be enough fruit for every one de- 
spite the losses. About 30 per 
cent of the Florida grapefruit 
were lost, less than 10 per cent 
of the oranges and tangerines, or 
about 15 per cent of what would 
have been a much larger crop 
than in recent years. 

Latin-American Note. 

It was timely that this year’s 
conference should start on a 
Latin-American note. Certainly 
there is an international feel- 
ing to Manhattan today. Sirens 
pierce the air periodically, as 
dignitaries are escorted to and 
from the United Nations. A 
speaker interrupted by the now- 
fami wail shrugged and re- 
mar -philosophically, “this 
goes on,” waited a moment, and 
calmly resumed his speech. 

One food editor assigned a 
room right between two dele- 
gates must clear with security 
every time she enters or leaves 
her quarters. Elevator operators 
and béll boys, accustomed to 
serving the famous and near- 
famous give unsolicited reports 
on the comings and goings of 
the delegates. Among those in 
residence at this hotel today 
were His Imperial Highness, 
Crown Prince Akihito and Prin- 
cess Michiko of Japan, Crown 
Prince Harald of Norway, Am- 
bassador Moreira-Salles of Bra- 
zil, King Hussein of Jordan and 
his party, President Nkrumah of 
Ghana and his party, and many 
other delegates. 

The lobby is bright with dele- 
gates and their wives in colorful 
costumes, and the editors have 
become quite accustomed to 
finding the police clearing the 
lobbies for the arrivals or de- 
partures of delegates. 

Perhaps it is mere coinci- 
dence, but this international 
theme has carried over into the 
program of this year’s meeting. 
Sunday afternoon’s session was 
held at the Nippon Club, a 
private club for Japanese busi- 
ness' men, and was a typical 
afternoon at a Japanese tea 
house. (Approximately 40 per 
cent of American canned tuna 
is caught by Japanese fisher- 
men; the number one customers 
of the Japanese frozen tuna in- 
dustry are the American tuna 
packers.) 

Tuna, Sake and Tea. 

Here the editors checked their 
shoes with their stoles, donned 
‘“‘happi coats” and straw sandals 
before entering the rooms where 
floors were covered with goza- 
matting. Kneeling on zabutons, 
or cushions, they were served 
hors d'oeuvres made from 
canned tuna, with sake and 
green tea. Throughout the after- 
noon, kimono-garbed musicians 
played the koto, a zither-like 
harp of 13 silk strings. (Watch 
for the Japanese-inspired tuna 
appetizers, which will be printed 
as space permits.) 

For tonight’s dinner, the Sert 
Room of the Waldorf had been 
turned into a Swiss chalet, com- 
plete with ski scenes of the 
Alpine. This part of the world, 
where many European influences 
meet, has been the birthplace

Adapted for U.S. 


The wide-spread interest in for- 
eign cookery has spread from the 
French and Italian to include 
Latin American cuisine. Here is 
an opportunity to give a party 
that will start the autumn enter- 
taining season off with a bang; 
think how easy it would be to 
provide a Latin American back- 
ground with “props” you may 
have around the house or could 
obtain imexpensively; with re- 
cords with a Latin, American beat 
for background music. The theme 
is sure to keep conversation go- 
ing at a.sprightly pace; here is 
the menu for you.

PLEDGE BY KENNEDY 
ON ANTLLABOR LAWS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (UPI)— 
Senator John F, Kennedy has 
promised the AFL-CIO that he 


| will work to abolish “anti-labor 


sections of the present labor' 
laws” if he is elected President. 

The pledge was made to 
George Meany, president of the 
13,500,000-member AFL-CIO, in a 
series of talks between the na- 
tion’s top labor leader and the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee, 

Kennedy specifically promised 
to try to eliminate state “right- 
to-work”’ laws and expand pick- 
eting rights of building crafts- 
men on construction sites—both 
high-priority union goals. 

But Kennedy denounced as 
“Republican distortions” any 
suggestion that he favors every 
legislative proposal supported 
by organized labor. 

His comments were published 
in the form of an interview 
with Meany in the AFL-CIO

Consequently, the lack of any 
significant increase in business 
loans last year might have re- 
sulted from this factor. 

Perhaps a more important 
factor in the different behavior 
of bank loans in September from 
a year earlier is the shift of 
nearly 180 degrees in Federal 
Reserve policy. Monetary policy 
last year was aimed at limiting 
the increase in bank credit; this 
year it is encouraging the 
growth of the money supply. 

In carrying out this new policy, 
the Federal Reserve has added 
funds to member banks’ re- 
serves through open market op- 
erations and by changes in vault 
cash and reserve requirements. 
As a result, the banks had free 
reserves amounting to $383,000,- 
000 in the week ended Sept. 28. 
In September 1959, member

in excess reserves. 

With the Federal Reserve cre- 
ating conditions favorable to an 
increase in bank credit, both 
loans and investments of the

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US. and 22 African Nations — 


On Opposite Sides in Vote on 
Eisenhower-Khrushchev Talks 


Method Used to Maneuver Defeat of 
Resolutions Contributes to Feeling 
of Disillusionment — Some Think 
They Were Tricked.

A VOTE EARLY TODAY 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 6. 
in the United Nations General 


Assembly found the United States on one side and the 22 free 
nations of Africa on the other. The vote was on a resolution first 
promoted by five neutralist nations that might have made it 
difficult for President Eisenhower to avoid a face-to-face meeting 
with Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev. 


No one in Secretary of State 
Herter’s entourage pretended 
that a great victory had been 
achieved. What had been 
achieved was that the resolution 
presented by Prime Minisier 
Jawaharlal Nehru of India, Pres- 
ident Josip (Tito) Broz of Yugo- 
slavia, President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser of the United Arab Re- 
public, President Sukarno of In- 
donesia and President Kwane 
Nkrumah of Ghana was with- 
drawn before coming to a vote, 
as a result of American-directed 
maneuvers. 

The resolution expressed the 
hope that Mr. Eisenhower and 
Khrushchev would “‘renew their 
contacts interrupted recently.” 

There were, as American dip- 
Yomats and White House advis- 
ers saw it, two issues involved. 

President Eisenhower has re- 
fused to meet Khrushchev unless 
the Soviet leader satisfies con- 
ditions—including the release of 
the RB-47 flyers — that Khrush- 
chev is unwilling to satisfy. If 
the resolution had passed the 
Assembly it was feared that it 
would generate moral pressure 
that would make it difficult for 
Mr. Eisenhower to persist in 
this refusal. 

THE SECOND ISSUE was 
more confuséd. One American 
diplomat put it bluntly that the 
action was ‘“‘necessary to show 
the big-shot neutralists that they 
couldn’t come in here and run 
the show.” A more plausible 
version is that the United States 
is, willy-nilly, more or less as- 
sociated with the ‘‘colonial’’ 
powers of Europe. In that con- 
nection, it cannot stand by and 
allow all decisive power to be 
transferred to the ‘‘neutralists” 
of Africa and Asia. Viewed from 
this perspective, the diplomatic 
exercise in the General Assem- 
bly was a delaying action, al- 
lowing the Western nations to 
make a strategic and gradual 
retreat from their position of 
paramount power. 

American diplomats prefer not 
to define this movemefit as an 
abandonment of a certain tol- 
erance of neutralism, lately dis- 
played in Washington. Neutral- 
ism may still be accepted, they 
say, but at a somewhat slower 
pace, 

Nor is it said directly that the 
image of Khrushchev, pounding 
his fists one moment, reciting 
a Russian proverb the next, has 
induced the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration to make a defensive 
movement toward its more sub- 
stantially armed European allies. 


From the viewpoint of the 
neutralists, however, the United 
States now appears in a very 
similar posture to the one as- 
signed this nation both by 
Khrushchev in his various pub- 
lic and semi-public addresses 
and by Cuba’s Fidel Castro, re- 
turned to Havana, but not for- 
gotten. The foremost American 
diplomatic strategist here early 
today remarked that Castro, by 
seeking to identify the United 
States with imperialism in Latin 
America, had delivered the most 
damaging speech of this as- 
sembly. 

IT WAS NOT ONLY that all 
of the African nations—includ- 
ing the 15 African nations new- 
ly admitted to the U.N., most 
of them supposedly tutored by 
the French in Western ways— 
voted against the United States. 
It was not only that the senior 
neutralists, led by Nehru, were 
placed in direct opposition to 
the United States. 

The way in which the United 
States maneuvered the defeat 
of the neutralist resolution, and 
the seriousness of the issue, 
both contributed to the over- 
all feeling of disillusionment 
among the Asians and Africans. 

The central question under de- 
bate by the Assembly was a 
simple one. The neutralist heads 
of nations met, talked over the 
deterioration in international re- 
lations which, as the resolution 
stated, “threatens the world with 


diplomats, and the Republican 
party was telling the nation how 
it had stood up to the Russians. 

The first move against the 
resolution was the introduction 
of an amendment by Prime Min- 
ister Robert Menzies of Austra- 
lia, calling for a summit con- 
ference, sometime, maybe. 

American strategists were 
busy explaining today that they 
never did like this resolution 
very much anyway —but they 
voted. for it, and so did Aus- 
tralia, France, Britain and Can- 
ada. No one else did. 

Then came the Nehru resolu- 
tion. 

An Argentine delegate leaped 
up and demanded that a sepa- 
rate vote be taken on the words 
referring to the President of the 
United States and the Chairman 
of the Council of Ministers of 
the Soviet Union. With these 
words deleted, the resolution 
would have expressed the hope 
that the United States and Rus- 
sia would renew contacts. 


Nehru pointed out that diplo- 
matic contacts between the two 
countries were unbroken, in any 
event. Assembly President Fred- 
erick Boland of Ireland ruled 
that only a two-thirds vote could 
include the controversial refer- 
ences in the resolution, and such 
support was not given this in- 
clusion. Emasculated of its in- 
tended meaning, the resolution 
was withdrawn by Nehru. 


THERE WAS a good deal of 
bitterness among the Asians and 
Africans den =" United States 
tactics. They felt’ had been 
“tricked” by bo iam ma- 
neuvers. It was apparent, how- 
ever, that a frontal attack on 
the resolution might have suc- 
ceeded; the maneuvers to which 
the Asian and African countries 
objected were not, after all, 
necessary. 

Nehru had stated his purposes 
clearly in speaking in support 
of his resolution. 

“T am all in favor of a summit

The Farm Debate 


Senator Kennedy may have put his hoof in 
his mouth with his farm proposals designed 
to achieve “full parity of income” for farmers 
primarily through “supply management.” 
With his well known instinct for the jugular, 
Vice President Nixon aimed straight for the 
political weakness of the program when, tour- 
ing consumer centers, he attacked it as 
“planned scarcity” and “planned inflation.” 

Discounting for the partisan content of 
these phrases, it remains true that a farm 
plan which aims at a large increase in farm 
income through a large increase in food 
prices raises serious economic as well as 
political doubts. 

Mr. Kennedy’s approach, outlined two 
weeks ago, would fix marketing controls on 
basic farm products to eliminate surpluses 
and raise prices. Mr. Kennedy’s advisers say 
the plan would increase the income of farm- 
ers by about 30 per cent and would boost 
retail food prices between 10 and 15 per cent. 
The Democratic presidential candidate him- 
self has not spelled out his program in any 
great detail. 

Mr. Nixon says the Kennedy program would 
raise food prices by 25 per cent, not 10 to 
15, which may be a partisan exaggeration. 
Mr. Nixon says such increases would raise 
the consumer price index by about 6 per cent, 
and this in turn would lead to wage rises and 
“olanned inflation.” Furthermore, said Mr. 
Nixon, the Kennedy plan would throw 2,000,- 
000 persons out of work, drive farmers from 
the land and “make America second-rate in 
certain farm products.” 

Mr. Nixon’s difficulty in attacking the Ken- 
nedy plan in this fashion is that criticism in- 
evitably leaves the impression that he is not 
interested in raising farm income. Normally 
he would be appealing strongly for the farm 
vote, particularly in the Midwest. On the 
other hand, since Mr. Nixon’s farm program 
differs only in degree from the unpopular 
and unsuccessful program of Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson, Mr. Nixon 
may consider it safer to attack his opponent 
than to plug his own plans. 

Mr. Kennedy is entitled to credit for pro- 
posing a plan which would face up to the 
need for tight controls if farm income is to 
be raised. The Republicans also say they 
want to raise farm income. Mr. Kennedy thus 
proposes to do effectively what the Benson 
program has done ineffectively, and what 
the Nixon program, as an extension of the 
latter, would also do ineffectively. The real 
questions are whether Mr. Kennedy is being 
realistic in proposing to raise farm income 
as much as he promises; and whether he is 
right in proposing to finance the rise pri- 
marily through higher food prices rather 
then through tax-supported subsidies. 

This much is certain; neither candidate can 
honestly be for higher farm income on the 
ferms and against it in the cities. The Ken- 
nedy plan has the earmarks of a real plan, 
but he needs to supply more details about it 
to answer the many questions being raised. 


A New Type of Disaster 

The cause of an airliner crash has to be 
determined finally by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board but in many instances the cause has 
been so apparent to the experts that it has 
become known within hours of the accident 
and months before the official verdict. The 
evidence thus far in the Eastern Airlines 
Electra crash at Boston, in which 61 of 72 
persons died, indicates that the solution may 
be quickly found. 

There is nothing to indicate any similarity 
at all between this tragedy and the previous 
four Electra crashes that took 162 lives in 
the last 20 months. The two major ones in 
Texas and Indiana, which were a mystery 
for months, occurred at high altitudes and 
high speed and were proved due to exces- 
sive vibration which followed minor struc- 
tural damage. The Boston accident happened 
right after takeoff, while the plane’s speed 
was under 150 knots. 

It is fortunate that several of the witnesses 
are in a position to give valuable testimony. 
Some surviving passengers said the plane 
had struck a swarm of birds. The 100 or 
more bodies of starlings found on the run- 
way back the theory advanced by Elwood R. 
Quesada, administrator of the Federal Avia- 
tion Agency, that one or more of the turbo- 
prop plane’s four engines flamed out as a re- 
sult of striking a starling swarm on takeoff. 
Birds ingested into engine nacelles of piston 
engines and into turbines of jets have caused 
trouble in the past. Only last Sept. 18 an 
airliner had to delay its takeoff at New York’s 
Idlewild Airport for two hours while birds’ 
bodies were removed from the engines. 

The Electra, with two high altitude explo- 
sions and two landing accidents in addition to 
the Boston disaster, is getting a reputation 
as a jinx although structurally it appears to 
be as sound as the Federal Aviation Agency 
has reported it was. 


Those Sunday Sales 


A $50 fine against the Katz Drug Co. for 
violating Missouri’s Sunday sales law illus- 
trates a perplexing issue that is also before 
the United States Supreme Court. A jury in 
the Court of Criminal Correction assessed the 
maximum fine in the Katz case. 

Such blue laws have a spotty history in 
Missouri and elsewhere, They have been 
enforced on a hit-or-miss basis and in some 
areas have hardly been enforced at all. But 
they have not come under serious legal attack 
until recent years. 

Blue laws involve church-state relations to 
a degree, but more than religion is involved. 
In St. Louis, members of the Meat Cutters’ 
Local 88 testified against Katz. In other areas, 
downtown merchants have demanded enforce- 
ment against Sunday suburban sales. Lately, 
the support for blue laws, particularly in the 
East, is based on an effort to restrain road- 
side discount houses and chain drug and 
variety stores. 

The Supreme Court put more emphasis on 
economics than on religion in 1896 and 1900 
decisions upholding blue laws as a proper 
exercise of state police powers. In 1952 the 
court upheld a New York statute. But in 1959 
a three-judge federal court in Massachusetts 
found that the state blue law did not give 
equal protection to those who observe dif- 
ferent days as Sabbath. This was the first 
time a court had found such a law contrary 
to the Federal Constitution, and it led to a 
rash of similar tests in Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Maryland. 

Five cases from these four states are be- 


fore the Supreme Court in its new term. 
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From one of them should come a conclusive 
decision on the rights of states to limit Sun- 
day business. But whatever the court decides, 
we suspect, the eventual outcome will rest 
with a citizenry which has grown increasingly 
apathetic toward blue laws in general. Sun- 
day business could not exist without cus- 
tomers. 


A Mistake for the South 

Politicians are as ready to be governed by 
their constituents’ pocketbooks as Mr. 
Dooley’s Supreme Court was to follow the 
election returns. Thus the Southern gover- 
nors at Hot Springs showed no hesitation in 
scrapping the South’s traditional free-trade 
policy in favor of import quotas on textiles 
and a reshaping of the reciprocal trade policy. 

This reflects the transformation of the 
South from a farming to a manufacturing 
section, an economic change triggered by the 
migration of the textile industry from New 
England to territory below the Mason-Dixon 
line. It is natural for the South to try to 
protect its industries, but it is too late to do 
this by the out-dated devices of low quotas 
and high tariffs. 

American prosperity is dependent on world 
prosperity. It depends on the expansion of 
world trade. We must buy from others as 
well as sell to them. If we raise barriers 
against foreign-made products, barriers will 
be raised against our products. Indeed the 
United States might be the worst loser since 
the advantage of our home market has been 
offset by such groupings as Europe’s Inner 
Six and Outer Seven. Formed to lower trade 
barriers, they also could build formidable 
walls against American commerce. 

In addition to the development of new 
markets, especially in under-developed areas, 
our hope is in more, not in less reciprocity. 
We must compete instead of trying to insulate 
ourselves against competition. Some manu- 
facturers and their employes, too, see only 
the short-range effects of this policy. These 
can have a heavy impact on those affected. 
More attention certainly should be given to 
their alleviation. A backward step, however, 
will provide only fleeting relief. 

Some German industrialists were not happy 
when the German market was opened to 
lower-priced French steel, but this and the 
sweeping reciprocity of the Common Market 
in general contributed vastly to the improve- 
ment of both economies. The United States, 
including the South, can prosper by working 
along the same lines. Nobody understood 
that better than a Southern Secretary of 
State, Cordell Hull, the author of our recipro- 
cal trade policy. 


What Manner of Man? 


In view of his performances at the present 
session of the United Nations General Assem- 

ly we doubt whether Premier Khrushchev is 
ever again likely to make friends of Amer- 
icans. But by the same token he may never 
cease to astonish them. For days he has been 
calling for the ouster of Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold and reacting in apparent 
faery when Mr. Hammarskjold has received 
Assembly support. Yet at a reception at the 
Soviet U.N. mission Tuesday night he gave 
Mr. Hammarskjold a jovial bear-hug and car- 
ried on a good-humored exchange with him. 
He was about to embrace United States Am- 
bassador Wadsworth, but changed his mind 
when he realized the Ambassador towered 
over him by about 11 inches. He settled with 
an admiring exclamation, “There is an Amer- 
ican for you!” One could at least say of all 
this, “Consistency, thou art not Khrushchev.” 


Progress on the Riverfront 


It was reassuring to hear the optimistic 
forecast of Conrad Wirth, director of the 
National Park Service: The Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial on the riverfront is in 
good shape and there is every reason to think 
the major features of the memorial will be 
completed in time for the St. Louis bicen- 
tennial in 1964. 

Mr. Wirth said after an inspection of the 
site that funds for the construction of the 
630-foot arch and the underground visitor 
center will be sought when Congress meets in 
January. The city has every reason to expect 
that the money—Mr. Wirth declined to esti- 
mate the amount to be requested—will be 
forthcoming. There will then be only three 
years remaining until the centennial year, 
not very long for a project of this size. 

Mr. Wirth said he would not predict that 
every blade of grass will be planted by 1964, 
but he promised that the arch, the visitor 
center, the grand staircase to the levee and 
much of the landscaping will be finished, 
and that trains will be moving through the 
new tunnel. 

“It should be a very creditable development 
by 1964,” said Mr. Wirth. With this St. 
Louisans will heartily agree. 


Brazil’s Choice 


Brazilian voters apparently have chosen 
Gov. Janio Quadros as their next President. 
This is accurately described as a victory for 
conservatism, and a defeat for Communism, 
yet those results would have been the same 
had the choice gone the other way, to Gen. 
Henrique Teixeira Lott. 


Both candidates have proved themselves 
to be essentially middle-roaders, while talking 
nationalist liberalism for campaign purposes. 
The difference between campaign tactics and 
conduct in office is notable in Brazilian his- 
tory. 

Gen. Lott, for example, as War Minister 
protected the constitutional election of Presi- 
dent Kubitschek against a threatened coup. 
Like Kubitschek, who has been a good friend 
of the United States, the 65-year-old general 
inherited Communist support as candidate of 
the government party. Gen. Lott made it 
clear that he was anti-Communist, but the 
Communists had no other place to go. 

Gov. Quadros, meanwhile, produced a 
development-minded government for Brazil’s 
richest and most industrial state, Sao Paulo. 
A 43-year-old former school teacher, he pro- 
moted both public works and private invest- 
ment. As a campaigner, he appealed for left- 
ist support by praising Castro and denouncing 


foreign exploiters. But as President he may 


be expected to follow the same careful path 
he followed as governor.

TERMS CONTINUITY 
VITAL IN EDUCATION 


American educators must in- 
tegrate their school curricula so 
as to provide a continuity in 
education which extends from 
the elementary grades through | 
college, Fred M. Hechinger, edu- | 
cation editor for the New York 
Times, said yesterday. | 

Hechinger spoke at the first 
session in this year’s Graham 
Memorial Chapel assembiy series 
on the Washington University 
campus. 

Traditionally, planning of 
school curricula at the elemen- | 
tary, high school and college | 
levels is done without regard 
to planning at other levels, 
Hechinger told the group. 

What is needed is co-operative 
planning of education at all 
levels ,so that students will have 
a sense of continuity, and the 
opportunity to master an entire | 
field or trend in consecutive 
stages and not in bits and pieces, 
he declared. 

Continuity is extremely im- 
portant in the fields of the 
physical sciences, mathematics 
and language, he said. Effective | 
education depends upon a logical | 
progression from one level to. 
the next, and in the instance of | 
languages, upon constant ex- | 
posure as ‘Well, he said. 


“In the field of history, many | 
states require by law that Amer- | 
ican history be taught at a cer- | 
tain grade level without regard | 
to what has been offered the | 
student before. | 

“This is a senseless require- | 
ment, particularly when one 
realizes that American history 
will make much more sense to 
the student if he has previously | 
studied world or European his- 
tory,” he said. 

Hechinger noted, however, that 
efforts have been made to inte- 
grate education at the various | 
levels. Advanced placement sys- 
tems, in which qualified students | 
take college level courses in | 
high school and then proceed | 
to advanced courses in college, | | 
require co-operative planning at | 
both levels, he said. | 

He also cited the efforts of a 

group of biologists from ele- 
mentary and high schools and| 
colleges who gathered at the 
University of Colorado last sum- | 
mer in an attempt to rewrite the 
basic school biology text books. 
Their aim, he said, was to pro- 
vide a continuity in the text ma- 
terials students would use at 
various levels. 


Hechinger also urged that 
American educators look at what | 
is being done in the education | 
field elsewhere in the world. The | 
American system of mass educa- | 
tion has been the model for other | 
countries for the last 20 years, | 
he said. | 


But today, Soviet Russia, | 
which borrowed the American 
concept of mass education, is | 
engaged in the experiment of 
offering mass education at the 
college and advanced technical 
“school level, the speaker said. | 


“We should not, of course, | 
adopt the Soviet system of. edu- | 
cation completely, but we must) 
not ignore their experiment, | 


either,” Hechinger said.

The second wallop, belted over 
the 438-foot marker in dead cen- 
ter, was believed to be the first 
time a righthanded hitter ever 
had cleared the center field 
fence here. Lefthanders who did 
it were Dale Long, Stan Musial 
and Snider. 


Although giving up hits, Bob 
Turley was stingy with runs as 
he outlasted Bob Friend, Fred 
Green, Clem Labine, Red Witt 
and Joe Gibbon. 


Tarpaulin on Field, 


Light rains fell during the 
night, the morning was overcast 
and the field damp enough to 
need special care, though it 
didn’t seem affected too much 
even by a light shower that 
caused the tarpaulin to be put 
on the diamond 35 minutes be- 
fore game-time. 


By the time the umpires came 
out, the skies had lightened a 
bit, as promised by the Weather 
Bureau, though the sun still 
hadn't peeked through.

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The Last Laugh? 


PITTSBURGH, Oct. 6 — The 
Yankees didn’t think six years 
ago that Bill Virdon would be 
a big league outfielder. All 
right, not a good one anyway. 
Wonder what they think now? 

If Pittsburgh wins this 
World Series—and it'll be an 
upset the way the oddsmakers 
and most press observers feel 
—the Pirates might owe the 
if-coming championship to a 
clutch catch that was as typi- 
cal of Virdon as his ever-pres- 
ent thin smile. 


Jim Brosnan, the pitcher 
who loves to write and to 
needle Solly Hemus, summed 
up that smile when, wincing 
at how well Virdon hits him, 
he said: 


“He’s either grinning at me 
because he likes me or laugh- 
ing at me because he hits me 
so well.”’ 


Virdon was grinning late 
yesterday afternoon in the 
dungeon clubhouse of the Pi- 
rates at Forbes Field. And if 
he was thinking of the 
Yankees’ little regard for him, 
he had a right to laugh, too.

Fred Astaire Sets 


A New High Mark 


NEW YORK, Oct. 6. 

FRED ASTAIRE SAID that this year’s show would be his 
best and I think that it was. It's pretty hard to top the very 
first of the Fred Astaire shows because it was—well, the first. 
originality. Everything afterwards 

err would have to lose a bit. 

‘oe But, in the face of all 

be that, this show grabbed 
you by the throat right at 
the outset and it never let 
go. Not only did it set a 
new high mark for televi- 
sion, but it set a new high 
mark for anything else. 
Where else — on stage or 
screen or night clubs or 
anywhere else—would you 
see a song number as 
witty, as stylish, as en- 
gagingly exuberant, imp- 
ishly alive as “Miss Otis 
Regrets?” There hasn't 
been anything that mixed 
melody, civilized lyric, 
charm, style and grace 
like that on Broadway 
since the far off days of 
“The Bandwagon” (which 
etarred Astaire) or “As 


FRED ASTAIRE 


Thousands Cheer.” 


Then there was that number in which the Fred 
Astaire dancers spoofed their own versatility—doing 
Russian, Spanish, Gypsy, Calypso and what-have-you 
dances. It was a sort of roundelay of the dance and I 
don’t think I ever saw anything like it. Now that the 
ice has been broken, I imagine a lot of choreogra- 
phers will do it again. 


Again, Astaire was teamed with Barrie Chase who has 
greatly improved as a dancer. The body was always some- 
thing to be reckoned with but the skill with which she uses 
it has advanced mightily. This time instead of Jonah Jones, 
Astaire gave us Count Basie’s marvelous band. Basie and 
Astaire did “Sweet Georgia Brown’ together with a delicacy 
and lightness, fresh as spring water. 

Always Astaire presents a blues ballad played and sung— 
but this one, I thought, was just better than the previous one, 
More complex both choreographically, melodically and story- 
wise, more finished, more complete, more emotionally satis- 
fying. 

The great thing about the Astaire shows—all of them— 
is that they make no apologies and no stoopings to popular 
tastes. Astaire does the best he can which is very good indeed 
{and sometimes just about perfection) and the public digs it 
all right. Whenever you find a performer worried about the 
limits of popular taste, you may safely set it down that he's 
really worried about the limits of his own talent. 

The other great thing about these shows is that they are 
pure television. You won't find them anywhere else, and you 
won't find anything this good anywhere else. 


“WITNESS,” (KMOX-TV 6:30 to 7:30 p. m. Thursdays.) 
The new David Susskind show on the CBS network, is cer- 
tainly the most interesting and original idea that has come 
along in some time. This is a taped show that is “a simulated 
hearing” of a “simulated committee,” not a courtroom, not a 
trial. The principals include some of the most controversial 
figures of our time.

THE PRINCIPLE that the de- 
clarer's first consideration is to 
make the contract has a corol- 
lary, namely, that the defenders’ 
first consideration is to defeat 
the contract. 

There is a basic similarity be- 
tween the deciarer’s approach 
to the play of a hand and the 
defenders’ approach to the de- 
fense of a hand. 

The declarer, whenever he is 
playing a contract the outcome 


of which depends upon how the 
opponents’ cards are distributed, 
dismisses from _ consideration 
those hands that would lead to 
inevitable defeat. 


Instead, the declarer concen- 
trates on those distributions 
which permit the contract to 
be made, and lays his plans to 
achieve that aim. 


A defender thinks along simi- 
lar lines. He does not see the de- 
clarer’s hand, of course, and the 
best he can do is theorize about 
its contents. He must not credit 
declarer with a hand that would 
make the contract unbeatable. 
To do so would be equivalent to 
giving up without a fight. 


The defender imagines instead 
that the declarer has some com- 
bination of cards that renders 
him vulnerable. The defender 
then directs his aim at that vul- 
nerable spot. 


To get down to cases, take 
this hand and look at it from 
East’s viewpoint. West leads a 
heart against four spades. East 
wins the king, South dropping 
the queen. 

If East now continues with 
the ace of hearts, which would 
seem to be the natural thing to 
do, South makes the hand easily

I hate persimmons.

I will suffer 
fried egg plant, rhutabaga 

. pie or creamed spinach 
and quietly get my evens 
by shooting the hostess on 
the way out the door, but 
I will not tolerate a per- 
simmon. 

We have a persimmon 
tree in our yard and I 
gave my stock in it to a 
family of possums. Let 
them pucker up and tell 

me persimmons turn sweet this time of year. My grandmother 

told me that, too. but I did not believe her and I am not going 
to take a possum’s word for it now.

FOUR POLITICIANS, two 
newspaper men, two educators, 
one artist and one baseball 
player gathered for lunch at the 
Governor’s Mansion today. There 
they were formally installed by 
Gov. James T. Blair as mem- 
bers of the Academy of Missouri 
Squires, a new order of merit 
created by the Governor to hon- 
or outstanding Missourians. 

Each received a parchment 
scroll setting forth the reasons 
for his selection and a gold- 
headed cane bearing on its head 
the great seal of the State of 
Missouri. Implied is the right to 
use the abbreviation “Esq.” 
after their names henceforth 
and to be addressed as ‘‘squire’”’ 
should anyone feel so inclined. 


The charter members and 
their citations ars as follows: 


Harry S. Truman: For his 
manificent leadership of the na- 
tion and the world as President 
of the United States, and for 
remaining Missouri’s most dis- 
tinguished citizen. 


Thomas Hart Benton, Kansas 
City: For recording with great 
talent and artistry the environ- 
ment of his heritage and times 
and for sharing with his fel- 
low Missourians the wide ac- 
claim he has justly received for 
his paintings. 


Clarence Cannon, Elsberry: 
For the unwavering principles 
displayed in his long represen- 
tation of Missouri in Congress 
and for his attainments as Amer- 
ica’s leading parliamentarian. 


Tilghman R. Cloud, co-pub- 
lisher of the Pleasant Hill Times: 
For his penetrating editorials 
which, through publication in his 
own Pleasant Hill Times and 
through re-publication in many 
other papers, have widely influ- 
enced Missouri thought and 
opinion. 


Michael Kinney, St. Louis: 
For the highly humanitarian 
spirit which has motivated his 
48 years of service to the state 
as a Senator from St. Louis, and 
which has made him a pillar of 
the state government. 


Stan Musial: For not only be-

Francis Smith, St. Joseph: For 
distinguished and _ farsighted 
leadership displayed as a mem- 
ber of the State Assembly, as 
chairman of the Missouri Re- 
organization Commission and as 
chairman of the Missouri State 
Mental Health Commission.

These 10 charter members, it 
was explained by the Governor, 
will serve as the cadre of a self- 
perpetuating body, which in 
time will grow to 100 members. 

As envisioned by Gov. Blair, 
the charter members will form 
their own organization, elect of- 
ficers and meet once each year. 
During the course of ™ year 
they will agree upon more 
shen sever new members of the 
academy, who will be installed 
at the annual meeting. When 
the membership reaches 100, it 
is to be closed. After that, new 
squires will be named only to 
fill vacancies created when & 
member dies, leaves the state or, 
if such a thing is conceivable, 
resigns his squiredom. 

The history of the Academy 
goes back about a year, Gov. 
Blair explained in a recent in- 
terview, and was designed to 
fill what he considers a serious 
void—the lack of some form of 
recognition for people who con- 
tribute to their communities and 
to the state. 


There is, of course, the Gov- 
ernor’s staff of colonels, but 
that’s hardly the same thing. 
For one thing, the colonels 
have gotten a little out of 
hand. At one time, years ago, 


25 colonels. 
passing of the years the num- 
ber grew until, at the in- 
auguration of Gov. Blair, there 
were 600 colonels. 


Qualifications for a colonelcy 
consist of being either a close 
friend of the Governor, a strong 
campaigner or a heavy contrib- 
utor. Or all three. It entitles a 
man to spend about $200 on a 
fancy uniform usually decorated 
with gold braid and adorned 
with silk-lined cape and to at- 
tend the inauguration and the in- 
augural ball. 

What was needed, the Gov- 
ernor decided, was some means 
of honoring Missourians who 
have made a lasting contribution 
to their cOmmunities or to the 
state. Qualifications for becom- 
ing an Esquire haven't yet been 
clearly defined. sit

tionally famous, or even famous 
in Missouri,” Gov.

poet, a musician, or somebody 
in television or radio—anyone 
who merits such recognition.”

There has been some objection 
even to this title, and one objec- 
tor wrote a letter to the Post- 
Dispatch contending that it was 
a violation of Section 10, article

1 of the Constitution which states 
in part, “‘No state shall... 
grant any title of nobility.” 


But as has since been point- 
ed out, squires were never ex- 
actly nobility. The original 
squires were shield bearers, 
men who carried a knight’s 
armor for him. The squire was 
ranked a gentleman, but be- 
low the knight, and definitely 
not nobility. 


“We already had the title of 
‘colonel,’”” Gov. Blair pointed 
out, and we felt that ‘doctor’ 
would be frowned on by both 
the educators and the medical 
profession. So there remained 
but one title which seemed to fit 
Missouri and Missourians — Es- 
quire.” 

Gov. Blair offered as his 
source a book called “Titles of 
Honor,” written by Selden in 
1672, which he quoted as fol- 
lows: 

“To whomsoever, either by 
blood or place in the state or 
other eminency, we conceive 
some higher attribute should be 
given than that solid title of 
Gentleman, . . . we usually title 
him an Esquire in such passages

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as require legally that his degree 
or state be mentioned.” 

“It’s a good old title,” Gov. - 
Blair said, “reminiscent of our - 
rural background and anteced- 
ents; without taint of royalty.” 

At the first meeting today of 
the new squires, Gov. Blair was 
going to suggest that they elect 
their own president, and that he 
in turn appoint a nominating 
committee which would select 
squires for the coming year. The 
nominating committee would in- 
clude the governor in office. 
There is, however, no gr 
father clause in the proposed ar- 
rangement. So although future 
governors would automatically 
become Esquires, Gov. Blair will 
not be one. 

Recipients of the honor were 
notified nearly a month ago of » 
their selection. ‘““They were all © 
highly honored,” Gov. Blair said, 
“and one thing that struck me 
was their humility. Each one of 
them expressed doubt that he — 
was qualified to be included in 
such a group.” ; 

They all accepted immediately, — 
Gov. Blair revealed, with one 
exception. Truman, running true 
to form, kept them guessing for 
a couple of weeks.

THERE ARE 498 WAYS to 
bake beans, and 497 of them are 
called Boston Baked Beans. I 
don’t know whether the Boston- 


- fans invented baked beans, but 


they apparently have gained a 
reputation for baking the best 
and to attach the name Boston 
seems to confer a cachet on any 
baked bean. 


But as far as I’m concerned, 
the matter is open to question. 
Perhaps they baked them the 
way Bostonians liked them best, 
but even there the matter is open 
to debate. All you have to do is 
look through a stack of cook- 
books and you'll find as mahy 
recipes for Boston baked beans 
as there are cookbooks, and no 
two of them alike. 


I bring this up because I have 
a letter here from a reader who 
must have encountered this same 
difficulty. She wants a recipe 
for genuine Boston Baked Beans. 
The best we can do is pass on 
which was said by one of my 
agents to have been found locked 
in the safe deposit box of a 
Proper Bostonian, and to have 
been in the family for genera- 
tions. 


SOAK THREE PINTS of pea 
beans overnight. Drain them, 
cover them with cold water and 
heat them slowly to near the boil- 
ing point. Then turn down the 
heat and let them just barely 
simmer until the skin of a bean 
will split open when you take 
it out with a spoon and blow 
on it. 


If you don’t own a bean pot, 
get a large covered baking dish. 
Drain the beans. Have on hand a 
half pound of salt pork streaked 
with lean and the rind scraped 
until it is white. Cut off one slice 
and put it in the bottom of the 
pot. 

Cut off another slice and save 
it for the top. Dice the rest of 
it and put it in the pot with the 
beans, a layer of diced pork to 
a layer of beans. Now for the 
seasoning. 

Mix in a bowl a tablespoon of 
dry mustard, a table spoon of 
salt, a half teaspoon of pepper 
and a cup of very dark Jamaica 
molasses. Pour this over the

day. Remove the cover the last 
hour to let them brown a little on 
top. Serve them right out of 
the pot, along with thinly sliced 
brown bread and butter, and a 
salad. That’s how they do it 
in Boston. 

The baked bean tradition in 
Boston started with the Pilgrims. 
In the old days it was thought 
sinful to cook on Sunday, and 
Sunday began at 6 o’clock on Sat- 
urday. So the beans were put to 
soak Friday night. They cooked 
all day Saturday and they were 
served up with brown bread and 
salad for Saturday night supper. 

On Sunday morning they had 
them for breakfast, perhaps with 
fishcakes on the side. Sunday 
services usually lasted until 
mid-afternoon, after which ev-

eryone came home and had 
some more beans. 


- SOME BOSTONIANS, my re- 
search reveals, like onion in 
their baked beans. I don’t know 
whether this was considered 
heresy or not but I find onion 
included in another old Boston 
Baked Bean recipe. Like this: 

When the beans have been 
soaked and cooked, as above, 
drain them and put about one 
cup in a bean pot. Put ina 
peeled onion. Add the rest of the 
beans until the pot is almost 
filled. Score a half-pound hunk 
of salt pork down to the rind 
and shove it down into the beans 
‘until i just shows at the top of 
the pot. 

Then combine a half cup of 
brown sugar, a third of a cup of 
molasses, a tablespoon of salt 
and a teaspoon of dry mustard. 


Mix this with the beans and add 
just enough hot water to cover. 

The thing about baked beans 
is that the longer you cook them 
the better they are supposed to 
be. And you can cook them as 
long as you choose if you re- 
member to look in on them oc- 
casionally and add water if 
needed. 


AROUND THE MIDDLE WEST 
most people seem to like tomato 
in their baked beans, and I hap- 
pen to belong to that group. 


To a quart of beans which 
have been cooked and drained 
as above, add half a pound of 
diced salt pork, an eight-ounce 
can of tomato sauce, two sliced 
onions, a couple of teaspoons of 
chili powder, a teaspoon of dry 
mustard, a tablespoon of Worces- 
tershire sauce, a fourth to a half 
cup of brown sugar, depending 
on your taste, a tablespoon of 
vinegar and salt to taste. If the 
tomato sauce doesn’t make them 
sharp enough for you, you can 
add a tablespoon or two of either 
chili sauce or catsup. As a mat- 
ter of fact, all these ingredients 
can be juggled around until you 
find the combination you like. 

For quick baked beans, just 
open a couple of cans of pork 
and beans. For each can, add 
half a cup of catsup, half a cup 
of molasses, a teaspoon of salt 
and some chopped onion. Salt 
to taste and bake them in a 
300-degree oven for a couple of 
hours. 


IN THE SOUTHWEST they eat 
red beans as a rule, and they 
bake them this way: To three 
cups of cooked beans, add a 
sliced onion, two slices of diced 
bacon, two tablespoons of chili 
sauce, half a clove of minced 
garlic and a tablespoon of brown 
sugar.
